On Page Two of this same issue’ there 'was an article 
captioned '"Publisher's Talk About the Watts Rioting,"' which ■ 
.reflected that on January 3 , I966, William K. Shearer, Publisher 
of "The California Statesman,** delivered the luncheon address at' 
the Eleventh Annual Leader ijhip Conference of the Citizens ' Councils 
of America. Mr. Shearer discussed the backf round and underlying 
causes of the Watts Riot in Los Angeles. 

Portions of his speech, dealing with the riots causes 
are set forth as follows s 

"STATE OP MIND 

"Rather, I think, you t^ill find the underlying causes 
in a state of mind which exists, today, in a very large part 
of the Negro community; a state of mind which is conducive to 
the attitudes and actions culminating in a Watts roit . 

"First, I think we must remember that we are dealing 
with a primitive people with primitive reactions.' Emotionalism 
runs high, and in the frenzy of excitement of the dance around 
the campfire, the dancers frequently forget what it was that 
caused them to commence the outburst in the first place. 

"To a very marked degree, Negroes do not share with 
the majority community a common senses of values, a common set 
of standards. There are nmerous excerptions to this allegation, 
of course, but an examination of Negro family life, sex-' and 
cultural mores, goals and outlooks demonstrates a substantial 
departure from standards on the same subjects entertained by 
the majority community.... 

"But I say to you., today, that there are cultural, 
psychological, and racial differences between Negroes and the 
majority community —and 1 do not say this disparagingly in any 
way-=-“ and we will .ii'.voi tt. able to go1v€‘ the so-called Negro 
problem until we acr _pt thc..-oe differences, and reconcile ourselves 
to the fact fhat Negress, py and large, will react like Negrpes 
'and not like anybod,y ilG--, . 
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*"Now^ second, in California, we have taken these 
relatively primitive people, with their primitive reactions and 
we have placed them in an almost totally iinrestrained social 
atmosphere . 

*®Third, you have in the Negro' commimity a tendency 
to lawlessness. In the Watts riot area, 'for instance,' oyer 
1,000 felonies were logged in the few months preceding the 
riot. These included I96 murders 1 and other major crimes. The 
area has an illegitimacy rate of 25 percent or higher, and a 
divohce- rate o'f 33 percent or higher. The area contains at least 
500' probationers from the commission of major crimes,. 

”In all of these statistics, the Matts area reflects 
a national pattern of the overall circumstances of the Negro 
community, Negroes, with only 10 percent of the nation's 
population, account for three to seven times that much of its 
major crimes. 

“Now, take this primitive people, living in an 
unrestrained social atmosphere, subsidized by the government, 

(the taxpayers, the majority community) couple this with the 
tendency to lawlessness, and then add the warped philosophy, 
which, is continually being preached to Negroes, and you have 
all of the component parts necessary to the making of a riot 
in Los Angeles or anywhere else in America, 

I 

“Now, finally, to all of the factors which I have 
mentioned previously, along with this philosophy, couple the 
almost total absence of reliable leadership in the Negro 
community and you have not only the making of a riot but. 
an inability of the Negro community to halt or control it 
once it has been unleashed,**
